ICTATOR STALIN, like the noble King 
of France in the nursery rhy me, seems 
to hav e marched Russia up a great, high 
hill and then marched down again. 
Not 
much news has been coming out of Mos­ 
cow lately , ex cept occasional “ purges” , 
but what does get past the censors indi­ 
cates failure of the world’s greatest ex peri­ 
ment in regimentation. 
: After more than 20 y ears of struggle, 
terror, planning and striv ing, we are told, 
the Russians are no better off than they 


w ere under the czars. 
A superhuman effort to industrialize 
Russia is so far from realization that the 
people lack decent food and shelter and 
cannot get enough clothing to keep them 
warm. 
Wages are low, supplies are short 
and stores are poorly stocked. 
Farmers 
cannot get manufactured goods and in­ 
dustrial and office workers cannot get 
enough to eat. 
The scarcity of clothing 
leads to ex orbitant prices, in a country 
professing equality of price and/ oppor­ 
tunity .

W ater Balan ce Keeps Us Goin g 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
YESTERDAY we d iscussed the 
won d erfully-balan ced mechan ism of 
the regulation of bod ily tempera­ 
ture. Much of this d epen d s upon an 
equally d elicate 
mechan ism, 
the 
water balan ce of the bod y. 
Of all the substan ces we take 
in to our bod ies, water is the on e 
which remain s the most stable. The 
amoun t of water in the tissues hard ­ 
ly varies as much as a d rop. If it 
d oes, if the bod y becomes d ehy­ 
d rated from hot weather an d too 
much perspiration , serious con se­ 
quen ces follow. 
As for gettin g too much water 
in to the ceils, that is almost impos­ 
sible. Experimen ts have been mad e 
attemptin g it by d rin kin g such 
large amoun ts of water as 
to 
amoun t to saturation so as to ad d to 
the water con ten t of the tissues, but 
hard ly as much as a teaspoon ful 
could be ad d ed . But even then very 
serious symptoms amoun tin g 
to 
shock occurred from that small an 
ad d ition . 
Many Functions 


Water performs man y fun ction s 
though on its way through the bod y. 
We are con scious of perspiration in 
the summer time, but even on the 
cold est d ay we have some in visible 
perspiration occurrin g con stan tly, 
the evaporation of which helps to 
keep the bod y in temperature equili­ 
brium. Water is used by the sali­ 
vary glan d s an d the mucous glan d s 
of the n ose an d mouth, to keep those 
cavities moist. Much-ef our hour­ 
ly comfort d epen d s on that. 
An d all alon g the d igestive tract 
the same lubrication occurs. An y 
excess of w ater in the bod y is spilled 
over through the kid n eys, takin g 
with it some bod y heat which also 
helps temperature regulation . 
The regulation of water balan ce 
is main tain ed so far as in take is 
con cern ed by the sen sation of thirst, 
i'his is certain ly on e of the most 
en sitive fun ction s of the bod y. It 
legulates min utely how much w'ater 
is n eed ed . Nobod y kn ows where the I 
cen ter of the sen sation of thirst j 
lies, but it must be part of every j 
bod y cell. If the d ay is cold an d n ot i 
much perspiration is n eed ed to reg- \ 
ulate temperature, a man of aver­ 
age weight will d rin k about a quart ’ 
of w’ater a d ay. It is reported by a 
med ical officer of the British army ! 
that in In d ia the average in take® 
amon g men of a regimen t is from 10 | 
to 15 quarts a d ay. 


Every Cell Need s It 


Thirst arises from the n eed of ; 
every cell in the bod y, but the local I 
site which causes the acute sen sa­ 
tion is the mouth, an d if the mouth 
is kept moist, n o matter how much 1 
the cells n eed water, the sen sation ; 
of thirst will be largely alleviated , i 


W. J. McGee, a geologist who has 
had wid e experien ce in the d esert 
region of the southwest, writes: 
‘‘Thirst is common ly relieved by a 
mod erate quan tity of water; some­ 
times fruit acid s an d other acid sub­ 
stan ces excitin g a flow of saliva are 
requisite for relief, an d in the prac­ 
tical life of the ran ge a pebble or a 
n ail carried in the mouth is often 
efficacious.”

I. F .: “Is it possible for a per­ 
son who has a calcium d eficien cy to 
go to the other extreme by takin g 
an overd ose of same in the various 
tablet forms? What is the best way 
to get sufficien t calcium for a person 
other than the ord in ary milk ra­ 
tion ?” 
An swer; Accord in g to Sherman 
(“The Chemistry of Food an d Nu­ 
trition ”), “The ord in ary mixed d iet 
of American s an d European s is prob­ 
ably more often d eficien t in calcium 
than in an y other chemical ele­ 
men t.” In spite of this authoritative 
statemen t, there are few con d ition s 
in which calcium d eficien cy can be 
proved clin ically, an d 90 per cen t of 
those occur in child ren (rickets) 
an d n ursin g mothers. I kn ow of n o 
harm that excess of calcium can d o. 
It can be taken in milk or in pure 
form—calcium carbon ate—but is of 
little value if parathyroid d eficien cy 
exists, I thin k you n eed a d octor to 
straighten you out.

If it 
does, if the body becomes dehy­ 
drated from hot weather and too 
much perspiration, serious conse­ 
quences follow. 
As for getting too much water 
into the cells, that is almost impos­ 
sible. Experiments have been made 
attempting it by drinking such 
large amounts of water as to 
amount to saturation so as to add to 
the water content of the tissues, but 
hardly as much as a teaspoonful 
could be added. But even then very 
serious symptoms amounting to 
shock occurred from that small an 
addition. 
Many Functions 
Water performs many functions 
though on its way through the body. 
We are conscious of perspiration in 
the summer time, but even on the 
coldest day we have some invisible 
perspiration occurring constantly, 
the evaporation of which helps to 
keep the body in temperature equili­ 
brium. Water is used by the sali­ 
vary glands and the mucous glands 
of the nose and mouth, to keep those 
cavities moist. Much -cf our hour­ 
ly comfort depends on that. 
And all along the digestive tract 
the same lubrication occurs. Any 
excess of water in the body is spilled 
over through the kidneys, taking 
with it some body heat which also 
helps temperature regulation. 
The regulation of water balance 
is maintained so far as intake is 
oncerned by the sensation of thirst. 
I’his is certainly one of the most 
ensitive functions of the body. It 
cgulates minutely how much water 
is needed. Nobody knows where the 
center of the sensation of thirst 
lies, but it must be part of every 
body cell. If the day is cold and not 
much perspiration is needed to reg­ 
ulate temperature, a man of aver­ 
age weight will drink about a quart 
of water a day. It is reported by a 
medical officer of the British army 
hat in India the average intake 
among men of a regiment is from IO 
’o 15 quarts a day. 


Every Cell Need* It 
Thirst arises from the need of 
every cell in the body, but the local 
site which causes the acute sensa­ 
tion is the mouth, and if the mouth 
is kept moist, no m atter how much 
the cells need water, the sensation 
of thirst will be largely alleviated.

Answer: According to Sherman 
(“The Chemistry of Food and Nu­ 
trition"), “The ordinary mixed diet 
of Americans and Europeans is prob­ 
ably more often deficient in calcium 
than in any other chemical ele­ 
ment." In spite of this authoritative 
statement, there are few conditions 
in which calcium deficiency can be 
proved clinically, and SO per cent of 
those occur in children (rickets) 
and nursing mothers. I know of no 
harm that excess of calcium can do. 
It can be taken in milk or in pure 
form—calcium carbonate—but is of 
little value if parathyroid deficiency 
exists. I think you need a doctor to 
straighten you out.

Great statesm an, writers, actors, 
musicians budget their time so 
that their work need not be hur­ 
ried, th at there may be time for 
preparation, for appointments, for 
the work to be done. Most of them 
also try to reserve periods of rest 
and relax ation, so im portant for 
physical and mental development. 
Even the most unobservant stu­ 
dent would be aware of something 
amiss if his teachers came to work 
with nothing planned for the class. 
However, 
these 
same 
students 
never seem to profit by this ex ­ 
ample. 
It is method, system, or 
planning which keeps the school 
machinery in motion; method will 
keep the machinery of learning in 
motion if it is used. 
I have always been of the opinion 
that teaching people to finish work 
begun is one of the most im port­ 
ant tasks of education. 
Students 
should take the responsibility of 
planning their worn, their leisure, 
their ex ercise, so that work may 
not 
meet 
too 
many 
obstacles. 
Work, you will discover, can be a 
pleasurable activity if it is planned 
and ex ecuted without the loss of 
calm, dignity, and harmony. For 
there can be no doubt about this— 
that the person who hops from 
one task to another giving little 
time to any one can accomplish 
little; nor is he a person to be ad­ 
mired with his worried ex pression, 
disshelved appearance, and snap­ 
pish disposition. 
I give you as a New Year’s reso­ 
lution this one: 
“I will chart my 
course, prepare for voyage, and set 
sail with determ ination.”

For 
it is a well-known fact th at no 
one can be successful in his work 
unless he organizes it. 
It is this plan of organization 
which I should like to present to 
you as a habit worthy of culti­ 
vation. 
There are many reasons 
for having a planned program and 
carrying it through hot completion 
I do not 
mean 
th at 
one should 
n^ver deviate his plan: rather, that 
one should use method as a means 
toward complishing something. 
Starting each day with some de­ 
finite objective is a good habit 
one which famous and notable per­ 
sons have long made their rule. 
Great statesm an, writers, actors, 
musicians budget their time so 
that their work need not be hur 
Tied, that there may be time for 
preparation, for appointments, for 
the work to be done. Most of them 
also try to reserve periods of rest 
and relaxation, so im portant for 
physical and mental development. 
Even the most unobservant stu­ 
dent would be aw are of something 
amiss if his teachers came to work 
with nothing planned for the class. 
However, 
these 
same 
students 
never seem to profit by this ex­ 
ample. 
It is method, system, or 
planning which keeps the school 
machinery in motion; method will 
keep the machinery of learning in 
motion if it is used. 
I have always been of the opinion 
that teaching people to finish work 
begun is one of the most im port­ 
ant tasks of education. 
Students 
should take the responsibility of 
planning their worn, their leisure, 
their exercise, so that work may 
not 
meet 
too 
many 
obstacles. 
Work, you will discover, can be a 
pleasurable activity if it is planned 
and executed without the loss of 
calm, dignity, and harmony. For 
there can lie no doubt about this— 
that the person who hops from 
one task to another giving little 
time to any one can accomplish 
little: nor is he a person to be ad­ 
mired with his worried expression, 
disshelved appearance, and snap­ 
pish disposition. 
I give you as a New Year’s reso­ 
lution this one: 
"I will chart my 
course, prepare for voyage, and set 
sail with determ ination.”
